He has 
written several articles for ANA's Numis¬ 
matist, the first in the mld-30's.

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HAPPY BIRTHDAY MORGAN DOLLAR, 
HAPPY BIRTHDAY TO YOU

The year 1978 marks the 100th anni¬ 
versary of the Morgan Silver Dollar, the 
most popular coin in the world and a 
collector's favorite. It was on March 12, 
1878 that the first 303 coins tumbled 
from the coining presses at Philadelphia 
and the very first three coins went to 
President Rutherford B. Hayes, Treasury 
Secretary John Sherman and Dr. Henry 
R. Linderman, Director of the Mint with 
papers attesting to the fact that they were 
the first of the new coins authorized by 
the Bland-Allison Act. 

The flood of silver dollars from 1878 
to 1904 and again in 1921 amounted to 
627,451,520 pieces, half of which were 
later melted under the Pittman Act of 
1918, still leaving many coins available 
today to collectors. 

A look at your history book will reveal 
that the Bland-Allison Act became law 
Feb. 28, 1878 over the veto of President 
Hayes. Two weeks later the Philadelphia 
Mint delivered 303 pieces which sounds 
like 'mission impossible' until you exam¬ 
ine the facts. 

Richard P. Bland, Representative from 
Missouri had rammed a bill through Con¬ 
gress in 1877 calling for the free and un¬ 
limited coinage of silver and the mint had 
been working to implement the bill for 
some time. Senator William B. Allison of 
Iowa, a sound money advocate added 
some amendments to the bill to curb the 
runaway Bland law which put some curbs 
on the amount of coins to be produced, a 
figure which was still staggering in pro¬ 
portion to the mint's ability to produce 
the coins. 

Mint Director Linderman saw it com¬ 
ing and ordered Philadelphia Mint Super¬ 
intendent James Pollock to prepare pat¬ 
terns in a letter dated Oct. 18, 1877 so 
the mint had almost six months lead time 
on the March 12 date. 

George T. Morgan, at age 31, had come 
to the Philadelphia Mint on special assign¬ 
ment for six months from London, Eng¬ 
land, to report directly to Linderman. 
He stayed 48 years. 

Both Morgan and William Barber, Chief 
Mint Engraver, produced patterns. Mor¬ 
gan's design was selected as a matter of 
expediency; his would need less work to 
make it into a working die and time was 
of the essence. 

Morgan selected Miss Anna Willess 
Williams, a nineteen-year-old blue - eyed 



blond school teacher from Philadelphia 
as his model for the now famous Liberty 
head and in five sittings the job was done. 

The frustrating months of hard labor, 
changes, alterations were heart-breaking to 
Morgan. Each working die had to be 
struck, or hubbed ten times, once a day 
for ten days with an annealing process 
between each blow. Often on the tenth 
blow the die would crack, so tooling up 
was a tremendous job. 

The Bland-Allison Act called for the 
purchase of $2,000,000 worth of silver 
per month, to be coined into Standard 
or 'Bland' dollars as they were called. 
This meant that production was to be 
stepped up from a high of a little over a 
million a year, which the Philadelphia 
mint had produced of the Gobrecht 
Seated Liberty design in 1871 and 1872. 
The Gobrecht design was discontinued In 
1873 and a dollar coin had not been 
struck since. Now the mint was expected 
to coin two years' production every 
month besides the other coinage. 

The facilities were not geared for that 
kind of production but with the "theirs 
not to reason why" attitude they did it. 
Philadelphia turned out 10,509,550 coins 
in 1878 with 93 working dies. San Fran¬ 
cisco used 192 dies to produce 9,774,000 
coins and Carson City used 100 dies to 
produce 2,212,000 cartwheels. 

Production was In full swing by 1887 
when the three mints produced over 32 
million coins and the senseless stream of 
coins continued until Grover Cleveland 
was elected for his second term in the 
midst of a financial panic and farm de¬ 
pression. One of his first acts in 1893 
after his Inauguration was to blow the 
whistle and silver dollar production ground 
down to a mere 378,792 at Philadelphia.

Depending on the political climate, 
production staggered along until the end 
of 1904 when the Morgan Dollar dies 
were put into mothballs. 

By 1921 the silver pot had heated up 
again and the Morgan dies were updated 
to produce a fantastic 86,750,000 silver 
dollars that nobody wanted or needed. 
How come so many? 

The Pittman Act of April 23, 1918 
called for the melting of not more than 
350,000,000 standard dollars for conver¬ 
sion into bullion or for use In subsidiary 
coinage. The same act called for the pur¬ 
chase of silver to produce a like amount 
of new silver dollars. Congress acts in 
strange ways. 

By the end of 1921, In December, the 
new Peace Dollar design was ready and 
Philadelphia produced the first 1,006,473 
Peace Dollars. 

Mr. Morgan's dollar is the only coin to 
display the motto in caps and lower case 
letters and in old English type. His Is the 
only coin to have the designers initial on 
both sides of the coin. 

With less than half of all silver dollars 
remaining it would seem prudent to in¬ 
vest in a few. Prices of $10-$12 for a nice 
BU coin might seem like a bargain in ten 
years.

The book has hundreds of Illus¬ 
trations, values In several conditions, and 
substantial historical Information. It in¬ 
cludes sections on fractional, MPC's, food 
stamps, territorial paper, etc. and is well 
worth the $25.00 retail price. 

Friedberg's recently Issued 8th edition 
of PAPER MONEY OF THE U.S., 327 
pages, is also a popular and worthwhile 
book. It's more of an outright catalog 
with many illustrations and values, but 
with not as much historical detail as the 
Messier books. It's in large format, hard- 
covered and sells for $17.50.

Donlan, U.S. LARGE SIZED PAPER 
MONEY 1861-1923, a soft covered book 
with illustrations and values which sells 
for $8.95 and,

New references of importance include: 

HISTORY OF THE BUREAU OF 
PRINTING AND ENGRAVING 1862- 
1962, a very scarce book which has sold 
for $100. per copy. It was originally 
Issued by the U.S. Government and re¬ 
portedly given to employees of the Bur¬ 
eau on its centennial as a gift. A new 
reprint is available at $22.50 retail and 
$18.00 pre-publication price until May 
1978 delivery. The book Is over 200 
pages and is full of valuable information 
and includes hundreds of Illustrations re¬ 
lating to paper money history and pro¬ 
duction In the United States. Very worth¬ 
while having. 

Also being reprinted Is the bible on 
U.S. Treasury Notes, titled UNITED 
STATES NOTES by John J. Knox. It 
covers In depth the U.S. notes from 1812 
to the 1880's and was authored by the 
Comptroller of the Currency of the Uni¬ 
ted States.

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'PRISON MONEY’ 



SING-SING PRISON TOKEN

Prison money, as such, is quickly dis¬ 
appearing in the United States prisons. 
This is due chiefly to modern bookkeep¬ 
ing machines and better accounting 
systems. 

One day while scanning through a book 
containing tokens of all sorts, two at¬ 
tracted my attention. The two that I am 
referring to are prison tokens, a one and 
five from Sing-Sing Prison. From that time 
on I have been intrigued with prison 
money. 

Prison tokens are rather difficult to 
acquire since their mintage was relatively 
small and very few pieces seem to have 
escaped from behind prison walls. In the 
1972 TAMS Roster there were only 9 
prison token collectors listed, and in 1977 
there were 23. 

While trying to assemble all available 
information on prison tokens I found 
that information was very scarce. To date 
there has only been one book published, 
'"Media of Exchange used in State and 
Federal Penitentiaries.," by Jack F. Burns, 
1960 for Carnegie Museum, Pittsburgh, 
Pa. The ANA library had only three 
small paragraphs available from Volumes 
dated 1916 and 1917. Other than the 
above listed material I was on my own, 
corresponding with whomever could possi¬ 
bly help. Prison wardens have been con¬ 
tacted with little or no response. 

To date I have over 140 different 
tokens from many prisons. I have acquired 
these tokens from mail-bid sales, private 
collectors and, believe it or not, from 
individuals who never heard of prison 
tokens. 

I had one individual who put 16 years 
into the material that he sold me. Along 
with his tokens went an assortment of 
prison exonumia, weapons made by In¬ 
mates and actual drawings by inmates. 
From another collector who put 10 years 


into his collection there was another nice 
assortment. This all led to a very nice start. 

The leading numismatic newspapers 
ran a column for me which brought letters 
from practically all states. People re¬ 
sponded with as little as the name of a 
local prison, to actual tokens. I've made 
contacts with individuals that I am now 
trading with, as collectors. No matter 
what aspect of collecting, collectors are 
always willing to help a fellow numisma¬ 
tist. 

Prior to 1960, many prisons used to¬ 
kens, chips, coupons or script. Out of 
100 prisons studied 30% were using mon¬ 
ey of some sort, while remaining prisons 
used the new modern "Account System." 

Most prisons today use a paper trans¬ 
action between the accounting office and 
canteen. This way, theft of prison money 
Is prevented, and gambling is held to a 
minimum. This paper transaction is known 
as the "Account and Transfer System.'^ 
This system can be compared to that of 
our regular passbook savings account of 
our local bank. The accounting office 
each month credits the Inmates account 
with his earnings, with the Commissary 
making out the withdrawal slip for each 
purchase. The slip Is then signed by the 
inmate and sent to the accounting office 
for a deduction from the inmate's account. 

Most prisons have a canteen system 
of one kind or another. There are a few 
prisons that have no facilities at all while 
others are very elaborate. The amount an 
Inmate can spend is regulated on a month¬ 
ly basis. Of course, the inmate must have 
funds in his account, as there are no 
charges. Some prisons will allow an in¬ 
mate to receive a very small amount of 
money from the outside. There are also 
some prisons that allow an inmate to 
spend only that amount which was earned 
from within the walls. 

Tokens are made from various materi¬ 
als, sizes and shapes. They vary from 
brass, nickel alloy, aluminum, fiber or 
plastic. Their sizes may vary from 16 to 
40 mm. The denominations may range 
from one cent to as high as five dollars. 

Coupons are contained in books gen¬ 
erally In the amounts of $1.00 to $20.00 
per book. The coupons themselves are 
found In amounts of one cent thru $1.00. 
The coupons are torn from the book as 
purchases are made. 

Punch cards may vary in size and 


shape. Each card contains a given amount 
which Is punched out in the amount of 
the purchase. 

The State of New Jersey has utilized 
the "Accounting System" since 1929. 
Before that there is no record as to what 
type prison money, if any, was used. A 
letter has been sent to the Warden, but to 
date there has been no response. 

Tokens have been used from approxi¬ 
mately the turn of the century, and some 
may still be in use today. There are no 
specific dates as some prisons used tokens 
for many years, while the State of Utah 
only experimented with tokens for one 
year, making this series very scarce. They 
were distributed in 1958 and withdrawn 
in 1959. 

Some tokens were distributed for a 
specific purpose such as those of Ana- 
mosa, Iowa, Men's Reformatory. There Is 
a 10 (/ token just for ice cream; a 20 
token for soda; and a 35 (/ and 50 d token 
to be used strictly for the movies. 

Wh lie most tokens were in payment for 
work received, Mississippi State Peniten¬ 
tiary had some which were exchanged for 
blood, called "Brozines." The inmates 
voluntarily gave plasma and in return 
would receive $4.00 in Brozines. For 
some inmates this would be their only 
source of Income. 

At Nevada's State Prison, as in Las 
Vegas and Reno, gambling is legal. The 
gambling laws are, however, controlled by 
the prison. The Inmates use brass tokens 
in the denomination of one cent through 
five dollars for the betting. The only 
gambling allowed Is cards - stud or draw 
poker, low-ball, or "21." A dealer buys a 
table for 75c/ a week, and splits his take 
with the prison. The prison in turn uses 
the money to purchase items for the 
recreation fund. Players are limited to a 
withdrawal of brass tokens up to the 
amount of $20.00 per week from their 
personal accounts. The Warden reports 
his casino as probably being the most

'Tlip ya for it'' was the popular ex¬ 
pression among 22 Rider College students 
gathered last month for a four-week study 
session of American coins and currency. 

The 22 coin enthusiasts were among 
2200 undergraduates involved in projects 
offered in Rider's annua! Interim Study 
Program (ISP). During ISP, which is now 
in its ninth year, regular classes are sus¬ 
pended for one month in January while 
students concentrate ''in depth" on one 
general interest area. 

An idea of Dr. John E. Sheats, associ¬ 
ate professor of chemistry, "Coins and 
Currency" exposed students to the his¬ 
tory, grading and appraisal of major 
American coins dating from colonial times 
to the present. In addition to Dr. Sheats, 
who began collecting at the age of 14 
while examining the cashier's coins in 
his school cafeteria, students heard from 
noted area dealers and coin hobbyists. 

Trips were taken to the National Bur¬ 
eau of Engraving, the Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution, the U.S. Mint and the Franklin 
Mint. The culmination of the project was 
to be the sponsorship of a public Coin 
Show with area dealers in the Student 
Center. The first round of Blizzard '78 on 
January 20 postponed the event, how¬ 
ever, until April 15. 


An avid collector, Dr. Sheats is quick 
to tell the listener that coin collecting is 
one of the most extensive hobbies in the 
United States and attracts between 10 
and 20 million individuals. He also em¬ 
phasizes that the buying and selling of 
coins is "big business" for investors and 
dealers. 

"Some men and women," the Rider 
professor states, "simply collect coins as 
they would fine painting — for aesthetic 
reasons. After all, coins can reflect high 
forms of the engraver's art together with 
distinctive sculptural patterns."

honest anywhere. Nevada's tokens are 
recorded as being in use the longest, prob¬ 
ably since the year 1900. They were also 
minted as late as 1961 and they came In 
round and hexagon shapes. The brass 
token retired when script came into use 
in 1967. All tokens withdrawn were of¬ 
fered to the public, and I'm sure they 
ultimately ended up in collectors hands. 
All money received from the sale of 
these brass tokens was used for the 
recreational fund. 

As you can see, the prison token, which 
has had very little publicity, can be a 
very interesting item to add to any col¬ 
lection. If there is anyone who has any 
information at all about prison money, 
please contact me.
